Observations, 


1. The average rainfall during the year 1922-23 was 16 67 inches as 
against 17‘91 inches in 1921-22 and a normal of 21 inches. 

2. From an irrigation point of view the year under report was fairly 
satisfactory, the outturn of Rabi and Kharif harvests being fair. Ihe total 
gross revenue assessed for the year amounted to Rs. 1,26,769 as compared with 
Rs, 1,14,812 for 1921*22.
